The number of compensation cases 


has grown from lest than 40,000 i» 
the first year (namely 1914-1111) 
to approximately 100,000 la the last 
year 
(namely 192S-19J«.) 
These 


figures refer only to those compensat- 
ed for wage loss. "A far greater num- 
ber," said Commissioner Hamilton 
"concerning which the 
Department 


does not have record, were also com- 
pensated for medical expenses due to 
accidental injuries not serious enough 
to entitle the injured to eompenta- 
tlon for wage loss. It is probably safe 
to say that the number of these for 
the twelve years would equal, If not 
exceed. 2,000,000. Altogether, there- 
fore, the compensation law has di- 
rectly aided in its twelve years of 
operation Dot far from two ana 
three-quarters millions of employes 
or their families."

Commissioner Hamilton made aa 


interesting comparison ot the benefits 
derived under the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Law and the results under 
the old Employers' Liability Law aad 
for the purpose of his comparison 
took the years 1909 and 1924. 


"In the 1909 investigation," said 


Commissioner Hamilton, "total finan- 
cial receipts of all sorts—personal In- 
surance or benefits, voluntary com- 
pensation from employer, settlement 
of claim or suit, and charity—wen 
ascertained for 1,133 cases. If the 
average of such amounts in these 
cases be eet up over against average 
compensation in the year ended June 
30, 1324, the result may be shown la 
table form aa follows:
